Struggling hotel could be repossessed or sold at auction

The Lucky Dragon, after 
closing its casino and restau- 
rants this month, now faces 
foreclosure. 

The off-Strip, Chi- 
nese-themed hotel was hit 
with a default notice months 
ago and is scheduled to 
come up for grabs at a Feb. 6 
foreclosure auction, Clark 
County records show. 

If Lucky Dragon is repos- 
sessed or sold at auction, it 
wouldn’t be the first time in 
recent years that an off-Strip 
hotel traded hands through 
foreclosure, and by itself, it 
doesn’t necessarily mean 
the hotel is closing. But it’s 
another sign of financial dis- 
tress at the year-old boutique 
resort. 

The hotel has shed staff 
and struggled to draw big 
crowds. Its lead building 
contractor claimed it was 
owed millions of dollars 
for unpaid work, the hotel 
temporarily closed its casino 
and eateries, and workers

WASHINGTON — A shut- 
down of the federal govern- 
ment at midnight Friday if
